ENGLISH BREEDERS NEED PARI-MUTUELS. 



Leading British Stock Journal Says the Time Has 
Arrived for Utilization of Pari-Mutuels. 



The pronouncement of The London Live Stock 
Journal in favor of the introduction of the pari- 
mutuel on British r;K4*cours»*s as a revcmi»*-pr<Hlue« r 
for tlie Iwnefit of the light horse tireediiig industry 
is sigiiifb ant of Die arousing of public opinion tin re 
to tlie opportunities lo.«t iiy adlierciiec to worn-out 
systems and inetiiods of business. Tlie Idve Stock 
Journal is the leading pulilieatiun dealing with that 
industry and it is esmsidering tlie markets of the 
future, as w(dl as present mods, wlien it endorses 
the use of the macliine fur tlie piirixvse stated. 
Esiiecially after tlie v.:ir, it sees the tlireateiiing 
comiietitioii of the breeders in those «*ountries tliat 
Ii.'ive taken advantage of vvli.'it Tlie Journal finds 
to lie a vital clement in tlie situation. The matter 
is dc.alt witli at much lengtii in the loading article 
of the latest issue, and saj's in part: 

“Tlie recent <-onferenee lield at the W.ar OlTiee, 
whereat a ileputatiun of light horse br«‘eders laid a 
painfully poor case IsTore tlie Minister for V»’ar 
and the Minister of .Agrieiiltnre, we deseriiie as 
a ‘failur«‘.’ IVrlians. in tlie liglit of wliat has since 
liapiieiied, tlie word was quite the wrong om* to 
use.

siioiiKl not be the sole work of a permanent ojTieial. 
it must be evolved and ‘prodmad’ by a coterie of 
men eaeli willi a praetie:il kiiowledg.* of iiorse 

Iiri'ediiig in all its forms :md pliases.
